The number of children in town between the ages of five and 
fifteen, as returned by the selectmen, is—boys, 261; girls, 252; 
whole number, 523. | | 

From the statistical tables which follow, it will be seen that, 
with over $500 less public school-money than of late years, the 
children of the town have been given as many days of schooling 
during the past year as they have in any of our cities, and more 
than ever known before in the history of the town. It has been 
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necessary to support only eight different schools—five less than 
under the district system. 

There has been no time during the three years that we have 
been intimately acquainted with the schools when we could take 
so much honest pride in them as we do at the close of the pres- 
ent year. We have risked the necessity of paying increased 
wages to teachers in many instances that we might have teachers 
thoroughly acquainted with the schools, of long experience, en- 
thusiastic, and ever zealous to improve in modern methods of 
instruction. The result has seemed very gratifying to the citi- 
zens as well as to the board. It has been very pleasant, as well 
as more profitable for the pupils, that such smoothness and har- 
mony have characterized all school matters since our last report. 

But, although we see marked improvement, our ideal is by no 
means yet reached. It has been clearly demonstrated that for 
the economical and effective success of all enterprises they must 
be conducted according to some well defined system. ‘There is 
nothing in which this is more true than in school matters. Al- 
though there has been a tendency to this result all along, it has 
been possible the past year to conduct affairs more systemati- 
cally than before. There has been more uniform classification 
and a more uniform method of superintendence, so that just 
what the teachers and pupils were doing, and how it was being 
done, has been generally known and a method established by which 
such matters may be even more definitely known in the future. 

In getting an education, as in learning a trade or acquiring a 
profession, it is necessary that each appropriate step be followed 
by another equally appropriate. Having this fact in view, as 
well as to make a still further improvement in the matter of 
uniform classification, an order of studies has been prepared by 
the board as a guide to all connected with the schools. In fram- 
ing this, comparison has been made with the courses of many of 
the leading systems of the ‘country; and thus we have drawn 
upon the knowledge of some of the most experienced educators, 
the result of whose life-long labors should be very reliable. 
This order of studies points out definitely which text-book 
should succeed another, when and how much time should be de- 
voted to it. ‘The work for each term is especially laid out, and 
teachers and pupils informed just how much is expected of them. 
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This will be put into immediate use, and conformed to and per- 
fected as soon as possible. In order that it may work to the 
best advantage, children should not enter the schools until at 
least six years of age; and those intending to attend any term 
of a year should make a beginning at the spring term. Then 
pupils of a given year will ail be uniformly classified, and have 
the benefits arising from the advantages of larger classes. 

Another drawback to the rapid improvement of our schools, 
which it is believed the parents might assist in overcoming, is 
the matter of occasional absences. Efforts have been made to 
impress upon the pupils the necessity of constant attendance 
unless prevented by sickness. Although an occasional absence 
does not separate a pupil from his class, yet by as much as such 
absences are repeated, by so much is his knowledge of any sub- 
ject less clear, his interest lessened, and his zeal diminished. 
Let us, then, urge parents also, all of whom have the best inter- 
ests of our schools at heart, to see to it that their children attend 
school every session while they are enrolled as pupils, and that 
they are pupils every successive term until their schooling is 
completed. 

In September, the ill-health of Joseph H. Dearborn, Esq., 
prompted him to tender his resignation. A member of the 
board for nearly three years, he had become intimately acquaint- 
ed with our school afiairs, and his action was deeply regretted. 
George W. Fowler, a former member of the board, was appoint- 
ed to fill the vacancy. 

We wish to express our hearty thanks to the Sse and citi- 
zens who have so seconded our sincere efforts to economically 
expend the money and improve our schools, as to have matters 
work so harmoniously and satisfactorily as they have. We be- 
speak for the schools such continued codperation.
